Rogers Reports Strong Mideast Peace Desire

ROME (AP) — Secretary of 


State William P. Rogers flew to 
Rome from his Midoir> East 
peace mission today and 
reported he had fci-nd an 
"immensely strong desire for 
peace" in talks with Israeli and 
Arabs. 


On 
his 
way 
back 
to 


Washington from a week-long 
journey through the Middle 


East, Rogers got word that 
Egypt's President Anwar Sadat 
would receive 'Sunday an 
American envoy bearing fresh 
details on Israel's terms for 
reopening the Suez Canal, closed 
by Egypt at the outset of the 1967 
war. 


Rogers told newsmen he found 


"a very strong desire of 
everyone he could talk to for a 
continuation of the present 


situation — a situation in which 
there is no fighting," adding: 
"People were hopeful that a 
peace could be carried out." 


Rogers, who reports 
to 


President Nixon in Washington 
Monday, said he planned to send 
Asst. Secretary of State Joseph 
Sisco to Cairo to report on U.S. 
talks with Israeli leaders over 
the past two days. 


Premier Golda Meir and her 


top policy makers were said to 
have spelled out for the first 
time certain details — not 
revealed — concerning the 
Israeli proposal for opening the 
canal. 


Sisco, who arrived here with 


Rogers planned to fly to Cairo 
via commercial airliner late 
today. U.S. officials said he 
would relay information from 
Israel orally. 


Rogers said, "We think there 


has been some narrowing of the 
gap between the two sides, but 
"considerable differences 
remain." 


Some of Rogers' discussions 


with the Israelis dealt with 
arrangements for control of an 
area along the canal which 
Israel would vacate so the 
Egyptians could operate the 
strategic waterway. 


The Israelis were said to have 


allowed for some Egyptian 
presence — such as technicians 
— but not armed forces. 


U.S. officials denied published 


reports that Israel was willing to 
permit a canal crossover by a 
token Egyptian military force. 


They also said U.S. political 


support 
for 
Israel 
was 


guaranteed in the event of 
violations of a Suez accord, but 


the Israelis were not promised 
U.S. military intervention in 
case of a violation. 


While in Rome, Rogers 


arranged to brief Pope Paul VI 
and Italian leaders on his 
Mideast swing. He went directly 
to talks with President Giuseppe 
Saragat and also scheduled 
meetings with Premier Emilio 
Colombo and Foreign Minister 
Aldo Moro. 


Rogers was the first U.S. 


secretary of state to visit Israel 
in 18 years. 


Dunng his stop in Tel Aviv, 


the last leg of the tour — that 
took him to Saud Arabia, Jor- 
dan, Lebanon and Egypt — 
Rogers flew over the occupied 
Sinai Desert and toured the Old 
City of Jerusalem, both disputed 
areas.

Mclntire's Patriot 
March On Today 
In Nation's Capital 


Street Festivities Usher In Cottonwood Rodeo

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—The 


Rev. Carl Mclntire stages his 
third win-the-war march in the 
nation's capital today with a 
plea that "President Nixon will 
be listening to us just like he 
listened to the hippies." 


The thousands were coming 


by bus and private autos to 
arrive in time for a parade up 
Pennsylvania Avenue to a 2 p. 
m. round of speechmaking at the 
Washington Monument. Most of 
them planned to return home 
without an overnight stay. 


Mclntire backed away from 


predicting a turnout for his 
Patriots' March for Victory, but 
said prospects are good the 
number will exceed the big April 
24 antiwar march which drew a 
police-estimated 
crowd of 


175,000. 


In a warmup for today's 


event, about 200 followers 
gathered with Mclntire at the 
Capitol for 90 minutes of singing 
and praying Friday night. The 
praying was led by Mclntire and 
Pastor Henry Campbell of 
Dexter, with a dozen in the 
crowd each saying a solo prayer 
to repeated echoes of "Amen." 


One 
of the six-member 


Nationalist Chinese delegation 
said a prayer in his native 
tongue. 


Radio 
messages 
from 


President Chiang Kai-shek of 
Nationalist China, South Korean 
President Chung Hee Park and 
South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and Vice 
President Nguyen Cao Ky were 
planned highlights of today's 
ceremonies.

DISAGREE ON DOLLAR 


BRUSSELS (AP) — West 


German and French finance 
chiefs disagreed today over 
methods to solve the in- 
ternational monetary crisis 
triggered by the flood of U.S. 
dollars into Europe. 


Karl Schiller, West German 


economics minister, proposed 
that the six Common Market 
currencies be allowed to float — 
that is, to find their own level on 
world markets based on supply 
and demand. He said the period 
of floating should be limited. 


But Valery Giscard d'Estaing, 


the French finance minister and 
chairman of an emergency 
Common Market meeting, said 
a concerted float by all Common 
Market currencies was "not 
plausible."

REWRITING BUDGET 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) — 


Assembly 
Democrats 
are 


rewriting Gov. Reagan's state 
budget to force a showdown on 
welfare they hope will require 
the Republican governor to 
raise taxes. 


If successful, the Democratic 


strategy would increase the 
state budget to about $7.25 
billion — half a billion dollars 
more than Reagan's proposal. 


They plan to do it by leaving 


welfare entirely out of the 
budget the legislature returns to 
the governor and putting a 
separate tax bill to finance 
welfare on Reagan's desk.

County Farms Given 
Federal Subsidies

WASHINGTON—Seven firms 


or individuals in Tehama County 
received 
farm 
subsidies 


amounting to $20,000 or more in 
1970, 
according to figures 


released by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


The 
USDA released 
the 


figures only for those receiving 
$20,000 or more for not growing 
crops, not listing the lesser 
amounts. 


Tehama County recipients of 


subsidies were Sutfin Bros., 
Corning, $51,003; L. H. Vincent, 
Chico, who farms land in 
Tehama County, $35,836; Robert 
E. Mills, Corning, $34,917; 
Anchordoguy & Co., Red Bluff, 
$33,901; 
Raymond 
Dutro, 


Gerber, $25,828; D. L. Williams 
& Son, Corning $23,274; George 
M. Stutz, Red Bluff, $20,142. 


Total payment for Tehama 


County was $224,896. 


Statewide, there were 1,269 


recipients who received more 
than $20,000 each, and the total 
they received was $86.5 million. 


The current farm bill has a 


ceiling of $55,000 per crop, but 
some congressmen say this is 
being gotten around by large 
growers by subleasing portions 
of the land and still collecting 
subsidies 
under 
different 


names. 


In 
1969, the 
House of 


Representatives voted to set the 
subsidy ceiling at $20,000 a crop, 
but the Senate raised it to 
$55,000. 


When the agriculture ap- 


propriation bill comes to the 
floor, it was expected that a 
strong bid will again be made to 
limit subsidies to $20,000 a crop. 


Texas had the largest number 


of recipients drawing more than 
$20,000 each in subsidies. The 
number was 5,031, and the total 
drawn was more than $171 
million.

Mars Satellites To 
i^n*?«* 


Be Launched Tonight

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Mariner 8, scheduled for 
launching tonight toward an 
orbit of Mars, and Mariner 9, set 
to follow May 18, should provide 
more than 8,000 of the best 
photographs yet of the puzzling 
red planet. 


The pictures and other data 


gathered by the satellites could 
help determine if a primitive life 
form such as microbes o- tiny 
plants could exist on Mars. 


The twin spaceships are the 


first intended to orbit another 
planet. Mariner 8 starts the 287- 
million-mile journey atop an 
Atlas-Centaur rocket scheduled 
to blastoff between 9:11 and 9:53 
p.m. EOT. 


Both vehicles are to fire into 


Martian orbit in November after 
six-month trips. Manner 8 is to 
study 70 per cent of the surface 
in a reconnaissance and map- 
ping mission. Mariner 9 is to 


make repeated investigations of 
six selected areas to note at- 
mospheric, 
surface 
and 


seasonal changes. 


Each 
craft 
carries two 


television cameras. Wide-angle 
cameras will resolve surface 
features about 3,280 feet in size. 
Narrow-angle cameras will 
clearly detect features about 328 
feet in size as the satellites dip to 
within 530 miles of the planet. 


"We expect the pictures to be 


about twice as good as those 
obtained by Mariners 6 and 7 in 
1969," 
reported 
Dan 


Schneiderman, project manager 
from the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration's Jet 
Propulsion 
Laboratory,

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


President Nixon's day-long 
"Salute to Agriculture" wound 
up with a White House roast beef 
dinner and a serving of corny 
jokes and country music by 
singing star Glen Campbell. 


"As a farm boy from back in 


Pike County, Ark., I never in my 
wildest dreams thought one day 
I would be in the White House," 
said Campbell, "playing for a 
bunch of farmers." 


And, he took it from there, 


interspersing such numbers as 
"Gentle on my Mind" and "Try 
a Little Kindness." Campbell 
added his down-home jokes for 
the Nixons, 113 farm leaders and 
their wives and about 200 after- 
dinner guests in the East Room. 


There was the one, Campbell 


said, another country singer, 
June Carter Cash, told him 
about milking a cow the mor- 
ning after a big night out. She 
pleaded with the cow not to give 


her a hard time. And the cow 
said: "Just hang on and I'll 
jump up and down " 


Campbell, born in Delight, 


Ark., reported he came from a 
family of 12 children. "My dad 
said there really wasn't that 
much to do on the farm." 


Imitating 
singers 
Elvis 


Presley 
and 
Tom Jones, 


Campbell noted they both jump 
around when they sing. Wat- 
ching Jones, he added, "I 
thought he was trying to get his 


britches leg down — either tnai 
or his shorts was bunched up 
real bad." 


Between numbers, Campbell 


took sips from a glass of water. 
He 
told 
the 
presidential 


audience it really was just 
water. "Us Baptists don't drink 
(pause) — in public." 


And he wound up his patter 


with a serious salute to Nixon as 
"a man of integrity, knowledge 
and wisdom — who can lead thi« 
country of ours." 


That sentiment drew big 


applause from the presidential 
audience which included Nobel 
Peace Prize winner 
Norman 


Borlaug, Iowa-born developer of 
a miracle wheat. 


When the Nixons stepped on 


stage to congratulate him. 


The President said Mrs. Nixon 


recommended Campbell as the 
dinner entertainer and the 
choice "couldn't have been a 
better one for our Salute to 
Agriculture."

UNIQUE 
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Tomato Inspection 
Fees Are Lowered 


In contrast to the inflationary 


trend in the economy, the 
California 
Department 
of 


Agriculture has announced that 
its canning tomato inspection 
fees for 1971 will be reduced to 22 
cents per ton, the third straight 
year that these fees have been 
lowered. 


"This amounts to a reduction 


of 45 per cent — from 40 cents to 
22 cento per ton — in just four 
years," Department Director 
Jerry W. Fielder commented. 
From 40 cents per ton in 1968, 
the fees were reduced to 36 cents 
in 1969, 28 cents in 1970, and 22 
cents this year. 


"The reduction is a sub- 


stantial savings for industry, 
which pays the fees. 


It is in turn passed along to the 


consumer in the form of lower 
prices 
for canned tomato 


products than would otherwise 
be possible," Fielder said. 
Canning tomato inspection is a 
mandatory service aimed at 
maintaining and improving the 
quality of canning tomatoes, 
which recorded a gross cash 
value of over $106 million from 
production on 141,300 acres in 
California for 1970. 
Inspection fees are paid by both 
growers and canners on a 50-50 
basis. The money collected pays 
not only for the inspection work 
but also for research by the 
University of California in 
developing new technology. 


These 
technological 
im- 


provements account for much of 
the agriculture department's 
ability to maintain a high level 
of inspection service at a 
lowered cost, Fielder said. 


He cited the current trend to 


bulk 
handling of 
canning 


tomatoes. Instead of being 
hauled to the inspection stations 
in boxes holding approximately 
50 pounds of tomatoes each, the 


tomatoes are now carried in 
huge bins that contain about 
1,000 
pounds each. 


This has led to the develop- 


ment of faster and more ef- 
ficient sampling procedures 
involving less manpower. 
For example, under the old 


system the truck driver had to 
lift out about eight boxes from 
various parts of the truckload 
for testing. 


Now, 
however, a mechanical 


fork lift is used to deposit an 
entire bin into the sampling 
machine. 


Improved technology has also 


made it possible to reduce the 
number of canning tomato in- 
spection stations from 120 in 1968 
to 90 this year. 


Further savings are realized 


through increased emphasis on 
hiring local help, to avoid per 
diem travel expenses. 


The canning tomato in- 


spection program has been in 
effect in California for 30 years. 


Inspfcctions are made at points 


throughout the state by between 
400-500 
carefully 
trained 


seasonal employees, who work, 
on the average, ten-hour days 
six days a week. 


The season generally runs 


from early June (in the desert 
areas) to middle or late October. 


The seasonal inspectors are 


hired and trained by the state 
and are paid from $3.32 per hour 
for beginners to $5.50 per hour 
for experienced supervisors. 


Most of these workers are 


repeaters, who return to the 
same seasonal jobs year after 
year. 


A canning tomato cro. of 


about four million tons is an- 
tir'-^ated this year, according to 
Department officials. At 22 
cents per ton, this would 
represent a total inspection cost 
to industry of around $880,000.

building will be of tilt-up con- 


crete 
construction, 
with 


laminated truss superstructure. 


It will be fully insulated and 


refrigerated for storage of 
almonds awaiting shipment. 


An in-floor, tow-veyor system 


will carry processed almonds 
from the current plant to 
storage facilities. 


The new system will sup- 


plement 
the 
Exchange's 


existing distribution facility. 


"We do not anticipate a large 


expansion of employment as a 
result of this addition," said W. 
Glenn 
Stalker, 
Exchange 


President. 


From 1,200 to 1,400 personnel 


work during the regular six 
month processing season. 


This huge storage and ship- 


ping warehouse will handle the 
increased production expected 
during the next few years. 


Approximately two-thirds of 


the stored almonds will be in 100- 
pound, paper-lined, burlap bags, 
with the remainder in cardboard 
cartons. 


The Exchange produces more 


than 1,600 grades and packs of 
almonds at its Sacramento- 
based plant, and handles more 
than 70 per cent of California's 
production. 


After processing, almonds are 


kept in cold storage prior to 
shipment. "Almonds can be kept 
fresh under refrigeration almost 
indefinitely," said Bailey. "The 
new center will hold 40 million 
pounds." Cold storage space for 
24 million pounds is currently 
available. 


Bonelli, Young, Wong and 


Biggs Ltd., of San Francisco, 
designed the center, working 
directly with the Exchange 
Engineering Department under 
Bailey's supervision.

for building water and sewer 
systems in rural areas would be 
increased by $100 million this 
year and $111 million next year. 


Nixon said he also would 


recommend to Congress "the 
quadrupling of loan programs to 
help local communities finance 
their share" of the small 
watershed projects. 


White House spokesmen said 


the administration will ask 
Congress within two weeks for 
legislative and budget changes 
needed to implement the aid.

Scientists Study 
Fig Tests Seeking 
Mercury Elimination 


HERNDON 
(AP) 
— 
A 


fungicide for figs that eliminates 
use of a mercury compound is 
being tested here. 


Agriculture 
officials 
are 


optimistic 
that 
the 
new 


fungicide, called Benlate, will 
become an effective, 
safe 


replacement for a mercury 
compound used since the late 
1920s to destroy a fungus that 
infected California fig crops. 


The mercury compound was 


developed after a fusariam 
fungus caused a disease called 
endosepsis 
which 
nearly 


destroyed the 1928 California fig 
crop. 


However, 
scientists 
now 


emphasize that human con- 
sumption of mercury may be 
dangerous. 


So University of California 


and Fresno County farm experts 
began conducting research 
which indicates Benlate equals 
the mercury compound in 
fungus-killing ability without 
leaving a potentially harmful 
mercury residue. 


In fact, Fresno County farm 


advisor Marvin Gerdts says 
there are indications Benlate 
can 
control 
some 
micro- 


organisms untouched by the 
mercury compound. 


Researchers are trying to 


develop the most effective 
method of placing Benlate on 
figs. 


Spraying was tried first, but 


now treated fruit is placed in a 
vacuum to insure complete 
penetration. 


"The fungicide has to get into 


the cavity of the fig or it just 
won't work," Gerdts explained. 


While removing the disease- 


bearing fungus from figs and 
taking care not to add sub- 
stances 
harmful to humans, 


Gerdts said researchers must 
protect the blastophaga wasp 
which carries the fungus from 
the capri fig but also pollinates 
the female Calimyrna fig crop. 


Public Hearings On 
DDT Delayed Awhile 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Environmental Protection 
Agency 
is 
claiming 
that 


procedural delays have forced 
postponement 
until 
mid- 


summer of public hearings on a 
proposed federal ban on DDT. 


But the agency said it still 


expects to complete its entire 
review of DDT by the end of 
March 
1972 as previously 


planned. 


At that time, it will be decided 


whether the legally required 
registration of DDT for all uses 
in interstate commerce will be 
canceled, as proposed. 


Under federal law, pesticide 


manufacturers have the right to 
a public hearing and to review 
by a scientific panel on any 
proposed cancellation of a 
pesticide registration. 


EPA said a scientific review 


on DDT, requested 
by one 


manufacturer, would be started 
"early in May" by a committee 
chosen 
by 
the 
National 


Academy of Sciences. 


Forty-two 
other 
DDT 


manufacturers requested public 
hearing. 


EPA 
said 
the 
hearing 


probably could not take place 
before mid-summer "because of 
the busy schedule of the housing 
examiner assigned by the Civil 
Service Commission to handle 
the DDT appeals." 


Registrations 
had 
been 


canceled earlier for DDT use 
around the home, on water 
areas, on shade trees, tobacco 
and about 50 food crops, and in 
various industrial and in- 
stitutional areas.

The seating arrangements for 


the various sessions are set forth 
in detailed, annotated, hand- 
drawn sketches which include 
even the locations for the 
American and Texas flags. 


To make sure the chairs, 


tables, lectern and ash trays are 
in their proper places, 
the 


handwritten notes in the margin 
explain that "Capt. Allendorfer 
of the ARBC staff will be present 
when room is set up." 


This important assignment is 


entrusted 
to Capt. Harry 


Allendorfer, a $25,000-a-year 
Navy man, who, along with his 
secretary, were loaned to the 
commission by the Defense 
Department.

loans from $20,000 to $25,000 and 
to extend loan privileges to 
wives of prisoners of war have 
been approved by a key 
Assembly committee.
